a) first particulate material composed of [greater than 70] at least 75 weight 
percent of zeolite selected from USY, REY, REUSY, CREY, CREUSY type zeolite or 
mixtures thereof; and the remainder substantially composed of an alumina sol; wherein 
said first particulate material has an average diameter of from about 50 to about 150 
microns; has a kinetic conversion activity of at least about 3; and a Davison Attrition 
Index of less than about 20; and 

b) second particulate material having a kinetic conversion activity of less than 3; 
said catalyst composition having a kinetic conversion activity of at least about 2 to about 
3.
